COLFAX, Calif. — (AP) - 


Rescuers s n o \v p 1 o w i n g 
through deep drifts pushed 
within two miles of a blizzard- 
trapped streamliner today- 
but still faced much work to 
reach and bring out 222 
s t r a n d e d passengers and 
crewmen. 


The passengers have been snow- 


bound since Sunday aboard the 
Southern Pacific's luxurious City 
oi San Francisco. They're in Don- 
ner pass, altitude 7,200 feet. 


Here's the complicated situation: 
A rescue train still has l'/i miles 


to go to reach a highway where 
t will pick up the pasengers.

A highway crew still must open

stranded train.

ry them the 83 miles to Sacramen- 
to. 


The Southern Pacific 
spokes- 


man quoted Dr. Lawrence Nelson, 
of Truckce, Calif., who reached the 
train by dogsled, as reporting all 
passengers were able to walk to 
.he highway. He said those made 
11 — variously reported at 27 to 60 
— by gas fumes two days ago, had 
recovered. 


The relief train, a Pullman-club 


car combination, has five or six 
doctors and several nurses, the 
S.P. said. 


Meanwhile, another train start- 


ed again at daybreak from Norden, 
15 miles uphill from the stream- 
incr. It turned back last night be- 
cause of mechanical trouble. This 
rain carries medical supplies, dogs 
and sleds.

reporter in a copyrighted story. 


"Somehow they 
managed 
to 


keep up their spirits. But they're 
a pretty sad looking bunch, and 
very cold." Hoppe and a photog- 
rapher had tramped to the tram 
on skiis from a lodge six miles 
tiway. 


Four Reach Safety

a 5 per cent rise In national out- 
put; second, one and a third mil-

work. 


His want-list of legislation was 


Jong. It began with a two-year 
extension of the Defense Produc- 
tion act; the repeal of "weaken- 
ing" price control 
amendments; 


improved farm price supports; 
stronger curbs on consumer and 
bank credit; and so on to a total 
of a dozen laws. 


Tax Request "Shocker"

The poll seemed to indicate the 


GOP race strictly is between Taft 
and Eisenhower. This has been re- 
flected similarly in previous polls, 
which included state chairmen and 
governors. 


In most cases, governors willing 


to express an opinion have indi- 
cated a decided preference for 
Eisenhower. 


An Associated Press poll in No-

The president did not forecast 


inflation, as he had a year ago. 
There is "no certainty at all" in 
forecasts of consumer spending, he 
said. If families avoid spending 
and continue saving at the high 
rate of last year, price pressures 
may remain moderate. 


The president's council of econ- 


omic advisers, headed by Leon 
«eyserling, m a 187-page econ- 
_nic review sent to congress along 
with Truman's message, forecast 
only a. "moderate" increase in in- 
flationary pressures this year, as- 
suming no relaxation of controls. 


No Relaxation 


"But any relaxation would in- 


crease .the possibility of another 
inflationary upsurge," the council 
wrote, "which could be even more 


serious than that of mid-1950 or a 
year ago." 


As for higher taxes, the council 


said there is a limit beyond which 
rate increases may be "unwise" 
because they dampen business in- 
centive and perhaps even reduce 
earnings to the point of reducing 
the tax yield. The proposed new 
increase does not reach that limit, 
the council held. 


Tax boosts intended to curb in- 


flation may also be self-defeating, 
the council said, to the extent that 
they "heighten the demand for 
higher wages and for larger gross 
business profits, which is an in- 
flationary aspect." 


Price-wage controls are needed, 


the council said, along 'with the 
tax and credit control weapons 
against inflation.

striks in essential industries). 


7. Repeal the "sliding scale" pro- 


visions in the farm price support 
laws; write a "workable" support 
program for perishable foods; re- 
vise the tax on cooperatives to 
exempt newly organized farm co- 
ops. 
The sliding scale formula, 


officials fear, may work against 
the desired expansion of gram and 
other food production. The sup- 
port price drops from 90 per cent 
of parity to 75 per cent )*hen pro- 
duction reaches a certain level.

the mouth are conditions around 
the mouth and nose such as pyorr- 
hea alveolaris and decayed teeth, 
bad sinuses and bad tonsils.

cay. 


Heavy smoking and the clrlnk- 


Ing of alcoholic liquors can also 
produce this condition.

halitosis and bad taste.

said: 


"I was astonished to find a message express- 


ing a desire to see me. Why do you want to see 
me after your slanderous columns about American 
labor's efforts to fight Communism in Europe? If ^^JJ 
you were really interested in reportorial objectivity, you could have 
seen me before you wrote those utterly fantastic columns of yours. 
At least, your .stuff would have been based on some fact and not on 
pure fancy. 


"I am not against criticism, Mr. Pegler. I am all for it. None 


of us are saints and we all make errors. But there is a minimum 
of human decency that one would expect even from a Pegler. Your 
attack against American labor's heroic effort to help fight Com- 
munism wherever it raises its ugly head was, unfortunately, all too 
familiar. It was on a par with the attacks levelled against American 
labor and against me, personally, by Pravda, Izvestia. Humanite aHi 
other Conminform rags. Read their poisonous statements sometime 
and see how rnuch they resembled your own efforts. 


"Please understand, Mr. Pegler, that I have no illusions about 


you. I know that you will go on slandering, misinterpreting facts, 
lying and so on. You have no monopoly on good Americanism. I 
fought the Communists long before you ever decided that it was good 
business to fight them. I shall continue to fight against Communism 
—and for some human decency in this world—whether you like it 
or not." 


My reply to Ambassador Brown follows:

Reader Poses Deuce of a Problem 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

"Please settle a play problem 


for us," requests a Toledo corres- 
pondent. 


"It was near the end of the 


hand, since the stock pile was 
down to about ten cards and our 
opponents were drawing for their 
out card. We had six kings and 
six'queens on the table, and my 
partner had a deuce to add to one 
of these melds. 


"The six kings were all natural 


cards, but the meld of queens con- 
sisted of four natural queens and 
two wild cards. Where should my 
partner add his deuce?" 


The deuce should be added to 


the meld of kings. This gives up 
the natural canasta, but greatly 
increases the chance of melding 
both canastas. 


No matter which way you meld 


the deuce, your chance to draw 
another wild card remains un- 
changed. The only difference in 
your chance to meld both canastas 
lies in the greater case of drawing 
a queen rather than a king. 


There are only tw 
kings out 


against you, but there are four 
queens. Hence you have twice as 
good a chance to draw a queen 
as to draw a .king. 


If you add the deuce to the 


queens, you have, two char.ccs, 
(the two missing kings), to score 
an additional 500 points for the 
natural canasta. 


If you add the deuce to th« 


kings, you have four chances, (the 
four queens), to score an addi- 
tional 300 points for the mixed 
cannsta. 


In the long run, for every 1000 [ 


points you might score in natural 


canastas, 
you will score 1200. 


points in mixed canastas. 
v 


This is not the only argument 


in favor of adding the deuce to 
the kings. Your opponents prob- 
ably hold some of the missing 
kings and queens. Since they are 
trying to meld out, those kings 
and 
queens are 
embarrassing 


cards. 


The opponents will be more re- 


lieved if you complete the canasta 
of queens than if you add thf^ 
deuce to the kings. 
t- 


Once you complete a 


the opponents will be 


canasta, 
able to 


throw cards of that denomination 
without losing too much by it. 
Such a discard, (under the offi- 
cial laws), will give away the 
discard pile, but that is seldom 
important in the late stages and in 
the sort of position. 


The important point is to get rid 


of a useless card and thus get intd 
out position. 


If you make the canasta of 


kings, you make it possible for 
the opponents to unload two kings; 
but if you make the canasta of 
queens, you allow them to unload 
four queens. Quite a difference.

Lady of House Urged to Take 
Interest in Income Tax Laws

Now that Americans are reported to spend more for taxes than 


for food, it would be a good idea for the lady of the house to take a 
quick brush-up on this important subject. 


The average U.S. housewife has 


noted, no doubt, her husband's 
shrinking pay check, and perhaps 
has complained about the bigger 
bite Uncle Sam has been taking 
since last 
November. But' the 


chances are she has paid little or 
no attention to the actual details of 
the income tax laws, and has'n't 
bothered to check up on legitimate 
ways and means of saving on her 
tax budget, as well as her food 
budget. 


The authority for the statement 


about food and taxes is Paul S. 
Willis, president of Grocery Manu- 
facturers of America, Inc., who 
said in a recent speech that in 1950 
the per capita tax bill was $376, 
while the per capita food bill was 
$346. He estimated that the tax 
bill would exceed $450 per person 
in 1951. 


smart to keep track of medical 
expenses, too, since all such ex- 
penses over five per cent of your 
adjusted gross income are deduct- 
ible up to a point. These include 
doctor and dentist bills; medical 
and 
dental 
supplies, including 


toothpaste; premiums on health, 
accident and hospitahzation insur- 
ance policies; eye glasses, false 
teeth and aspirin.

Dixon area drinking water is fa 
below the level recommended bj 
the American Dental Associatior 
as necessary for the maximum pre 
vention of tooth decay, a surve 
has shown. 


According to a survey by Thorn 


as Philbin, regional sanitary engi 
neer, the communities served bj 
public water supply plants at Am 
boy, Ashton, Dixon and the Dixon 
State hospital would benefit by the 
addition of fluorides. 


The level of fluorides in the 


water of these communities is: 


Dixon—0.3 parts per million. 
State hospital—0.5 parts pm. 
Amboy—O.I ppm. 
Ashton—O.I ppm. 


The level recommended by the 


American Medical Association, the 
ADA and other organizations is 
1 ppm. If fluorides were added to 
bring the content to the approved 
level, it is anticipated there would 
be a 30 to 65 per cent reduction of 
caries (cavaties) in the teeth of 
children. This improvement, ac- 
cording to the ADA, would last a 
lifetime.

Japs Witt Not 
Deal With Red 
China, Report 


TOKYO—(AP)—Premier Shigc- 


ru Yosida said today Japan has no 
intention of signing a peace and 
trade treaty with Rod China. 


But, he added, Japan is ready to 


sign a treaty with Chiang Kai- 
Shek's Nationalist government in 
Formosa as soon as legally pos- 
sible. 


Yoshida declared his govern- 


ment's China policy in a letter to 
U.S. 
State department adviser 


John Foster Dulles. The letter, 
dated Dec. 2-1. was released today. 


"There are many reasons to be- 


lieve," Yoshida wrote, "that the 
Communist regime in China is 
backing the Japan Communist 
party in its program of seeking 
violently to overthrow the consti- 
tutional system and the present 
government of Japan." 


Furthermore, he said, the Sino- 


Soviet mutual assistance treaty 
concluded in Moscow in 1950, is 
"virtually a military alliance aimed 
against Japan."

PGA Officials Okay Louis for 
Tourney; Ban Another Negro 


SAN DIEGO, Calif.—(AP)—-Former Heavyweight Boxing Cham- 


pion Joe Louis was the winner today in his fight to gain professional 
golf association approval to play in the San Diego open tournament 
tomorrow. 


Louis claimed it made 'him the 


first Negro, amateur or profes- 
sional, to gain such approval. 


The decision to accept his entry 


as an invited amateur was an- 
nounced last night by Horton 
Smith, PGA president. 


Louis was paired with Smith 


and another PGA national com- 
mitteeman, 
Lcland 
Gibson of 


Kansas City, as a starting three- 
some tomorrow. 


Bans Other Negro 


Smith also announced that a 


PGA ban would stand agamsl an- 
other Negro, Los Angeles pro- 
fessional Bill Spiller. He said 
Spiller lacked PGA approval as a 
professional and also was subject 
to a long-standing tradition based 
on the PGA by-law that al' mem- 
bers must be white. 


Louis declared the by-law did 


not prevent Spiller being named 
an approved player by the PGA 
and insisted the ban was "just be- 
cause he is colored." 


The former ring champion said 


he would play, even though Spiller 
was ruled out. but that he would 
continue his fight to gam equal 
rights for Negroes in golf. 


Just First Round 


He said it was the last sport in 


which racial prejudice now exists 
and that the PGA rule was the 
major reason. 


"This is only the first round," 


he declared. 


Louis 
said 
he had nothing 


against Smith and that when he 
called him "another Hitler" earlier 
In the week "it was not him per- 
sonally but the things he stood 
for." 


Smith said he expected that the 


PGA annual meeting next Novem- 
ber would take some action to 
clarify the situation and possibly 
establish 
a uniform code with 


other golf organizations on the ap- 
proval of players. 


He insisted the PGA rules were 


not intended to "be difficult for 
anyone but only to protect the 
game."

CHICAGO —(AP)— Petroleum 


scientists say the "Herscher dome" 
in Kankakee county is potentially 
the biggest underground storage 
tank for natural gas in the world. 


The vast natural trap more than 


a third of a mile below the surface 
was described yesterday before the 
Illinois Commerce Commission by 
oil and gas consultants and engi- 
neers. 


Need for Storage 


The Natural Gas Storage Co. of 


Illinois is asking the ICC to ap- 
prove use of the underground geo- 
logical formation for the storage 
of natural gas. The gas will be 
made available to the 
Chicago 


metropolitan area. 


Max W. Ball, Washington, D. C., 


geologist and consultant, directed 
exploration of the dome. He told 
the ICC it has an estimated usable 
capacity of 90 million cubic feet 
of natural gas, 
making it the 


largest underground gas storage 
field. 


Carl A. Bays, Urbana geologist, 


said the dome is 15,000 acres in 
area. It was "proved out" last 
spring, he said, following sinking 
of 104 shallow wells and three deep 
wells. 


Beneath Town 


The storage space, situated be- 


neath the town of Herscher and 
surrounding area, is composed of 
porous rock and covered by shale, 
Bays said. 


Spokesmen for the Peoples Gas, 


Light and Coke Co. of Chicago said 
the porous rock is filled with salt 
water remaining from a 
pre- 


historic ocean.

per cent more income tax m 1951 
than he did in 1950.

1952. 


The percentage is somewhat 


smaller for persons in the higher 
brackets but they also Rot heavier 
whacks in the pockctbooks. 


The heavier tax payments re- 


sulted from increases which went 
into effect Oct. 1, 1P50, and Nov. 
1. 1951. 


First IneroHv 


The first increase pushed 1951 


taxes up about 13 per cent over 
1950. That resulted fiom repeal 
of a tax cut which had been voted 
by the Republican-controlled SOth 
congress over a presidential veto. 
This reduction was in effect dtir- 
nig. 1948 and 1949. 


In those years a 
taxpayer 


figured his income tax at the 
current rates and then reduced it 
by 17 per cent on the first $400 
of tax, by 12 per cent of any part 
of his tax above $400 and under 
$100,000 and by 9.75 per cent on 
any tax over $100.000. 


The repeal did not take effect 


until Oct. 1. 1950. so taxpayers 
were permitted to take about 
three-fourths of the reductions on 
their 1950 returns. The reductions 
were completely wiped out for the 
1951 tax. 


Another 11 Per Cent 


Piled on top of this was an 


increase of ll?i per cent for most 
persons, effective last Nov. 1. 
Persons in the higher brackets 


were given the option of paying 9 
per cent of the amount they had 
left after paying their taxes nt the 
regular rates. The increases ai 
fected one-sixth of 1951 nconie. 


Since the second inciease will '>e 


in effect for all of 1952. the tax 
will be higher. A man who pays 
$102 
in. taxes for 1951 will have 


to pay $111.75 for 1952.
